The report, from tlie General Ac- 
counting OrfIcc,""Roos radically 
against Uie ass unijit Ions of tlic last 
decade tJiat energy dfvclopment 
would rapidly sap tlie West of Its vital 
wnlcr resources and trigger bitter 
struggles -between-agricultural -and 
industrial users ovorwatcr.' 

The GAO report said the stunning 
reversal presented by Us findings Is 
the result of several factors, Including 
a decline In the projected number of 
new electric power plants end Iho' 
failure of grandiose estimates about 
ttic development of such cntirgy prcK- 

jccts as oil shale.:.- 

But a major factor has l)cen con- 
tinued use of poor Information, the 
GAO said. Many of the predictions 
tliat the West would run out of water 
.because of energy development were 
- based on studies conducted In the 
-middle llffOs that may have been 
" relatively accurate at the time but are 
no longer valid, the GAO said. 
In fact, there Is a vast amount of

: For example, the report said: 
"Eorly . water consumption predlc- 

' tlons for Missouri Basin energy de- 
velopment now seem Incredibly poor. 
■ Compared to lofty predictions of sev- 
eral million acre-fcct In annual water. 

■ requirements, federal project water's 
contributions to energy development 
have ground to a virtual halt. 

"What wos once thouglit to be an 
all-oiit war to divide tlie Yellowstone '

The report said that ;974 estimates 
of water needs for energy devel- 
opment by IfiSS totaled more ttian 
500,000 .acre-fcct n year. The new 
estimates compiled by the GAO re- 
duced that figure to a range of 21,000 
to 34,200 acre-feet. The estimates for 
the year 2000 have been cut almost In 
half, the report said. 

- The GAO also said the use o( cool 
slurry pipe lines could conserve, water 
at mine -sites despite opposition in 
those areas to pipuijj the water-coal 
mixture to-electrlc power plants in 
other states, such as from Wyomhig 
And Montami.to Arkansas, Tcxos and 
Louisiana. 

■ "Replacement of proposed electric 
generation plants located near the 
coal mines with coal slurry lines or 
other means of transporting the coal 
could reduce local .water require- 
ments. This Is especially significant In 
watei>short areas where many of the 
projected power plants will produce 
electricity for export to consumers 
where watCT supplies ore more plen- 
tiful," the report sa^d. 

Tilts reasoning runs counter to of- 
ficial acUons In states auch as 
Wyoming, whcre^slurry lines have 
been opposed because they take pre- 
cious water supplies out of the state.

Carter's 'Doctrine' alone means little 



Doclrine is easy to espouse; what do you, 
have to back it up? 

That, in essence, is the context in which the 
new "Carter Doctrine" should be viewed. 

The presfdent. in his State of the World 
messafje Wednesday, put forth a new United 
States stance that America deems the Persian 
Gulf oil producing region vital to its national 
interests and therefore will defend it, with 
military force if necessary. 

The doctrine, which supplants former Pres- 
ident Richard Nixon's .diplomacy, -is a direct 
response tothe Soviet invasion^f Afghanistan 
and brings the two superpowers to a new' 
threshold of confrontationr 

"It also puts the United States in a dilemma 
of dealing with Iran, which continues to hold 50 
U.S. hostages. Despite that standoff, Carter 
has made overtures to Iran for its defense 
" Tfgamst the-Kremlin. 

It was tough talk by the President; one of his 
best speeches to date. 

But everyone — including America's allies 
and.enemies — will judge it by what happens 
now. Does the U.S. indeed have the will to 
back up this posture? Will It.spend the billions, 
-needed to strengthen its military? Will -it 
indeed send in the troops should the Soviets, or 
any other foreign government, test the policy V 

Carter, for the moment, is riding the crest of 
his new-found popularity — the Iowa caucus 
votes prove that. Congress, too. appears in the - 
mood to toughen the U.S. image abroad, both

by it.s apparent support for increased military 
spending and by the Mouse's overwhelming 
vote to boycott the Summer Olympic's in 

IVIoscow. 

But today, America does not have the 
muscle to back up its doctrine. The situation in 
Iran painfully proved that and there is no 
doubt .the lack of a U.S. presence in the 
Persian Gulf encouraged Moscow to take 
Afghanistan. 

It will talte billions to upgrade the military 
by an increased expenditure of 5 percent. It 
will take a commitment by the White House 
and Congress lo establish a military presence 
in the Persian Gulf with the ability to mobilize 
and strike quickly if needed. It will lake a ■ 
. President who does more than talk tough. 

And it will take an America willing to make 
even more sacri fices, g iven the sad slate of

Trading in mortgages 
predicted in decade 



Proposed shopping center expires 
quietly, victim of high interest rate

TWIN FALLS - A proposed shop- 
ping center across from the" Blue 
I^kcs Mall died quietly In Octol)cr, 
■ after developers had invested alMut 
$25,000 in time and money. 

A Boise firm is looking at the site 
und considering a similar project, 
according to John Crandell. a real 
estate agent who worked wllti Jack 
Warlwrg and Tom Moore, the original 
developers. But the company has no 
firm plans, yet. 

For Warherg and Moore, montlLs of 
planning, meetings^ tiuiiinesH trips 
and expenses went down the drain 
when they decided to abandon the 
project. They worked from April until 
October and the only result fs a full 
drawer In a file cabinet in Warberg's 
office. "Its all in there." he said. 

"It was a long drawn out affair," 
Warbergsald. Plans, permits, financ- 
ing an d pro s pective tcnants had to be 
lined up. 

The time and money spent getting 
the project ready amounted to about 
525.000. "And that's being verv con- 



scrvalive," Warlwrgsaid. 

Moore said that in June and July 
[here wasn't a day that went by that 
he didn't do at least two hours of work' 
on the project. Even in the fall, when 
there was less to do, ho said he was 
meeting with Warberg three times a 
week to work on the project. 

They were ready to begin construc- 
tion when the Federal Heserve Hoard 
started pushing interest rates up last 
October. 

"It would have been a good project, 
an affordable project." Warberg said 
"It was ready to Jell when the Interest 
rate started going up." 

Higher Interest rates Increased the 
cost of the project to a point where 
Moore and Warberg couldn't charge 
the rent they wanted and make 
enough profit to Justify the expense of 
the project. "Tom and 1. we're not big 
investors that we could afford to risk 
that kind of money," Warbergsald, 
_ He said they could make just as 
much money putting their money In 
high- Interest bank accounts. 

The center, which was to be called 
Northwood Plaza, would have been 



ready for business In February, 
Crandell said. He was working td'gcl 
tenants lined up lor the project. He 
said he had verbal commitments to 
flll.abouL half oLthc center when Ifie 
project was called off. 

At onc-point-thc-fatc 'ortlwonMrL' 
project rested on the need to gel a 
permit from the city fnr a drive- 
through window at the Wendy's res- 
taurant that was plannlnj; lo move 
into the center. Wendy's is still plan- 
ning to open in Twin Falls, but no 
suitable location has been found, 
Crandell said, 

— The restaurant -would have gencQ^ 
atcd 7,000 to U.OOO cars a week dt' 
Northwood Plaza, aeeording lo a 
promotional brocliurc prepared by 
Crandell for prospective tenants. The 
Idea. Crandell said, was to offer 
merchants a high-traffic location like 
the Blue Lakes Mall, hut In a building 
with much lower rent. 

Warberg said the project wna 
expected to cost alraul Si.:i million, 
but that estimate was "goini; up every 
day." And when it came llino lo build 
the center, the bank could only offer 



Moore and Warberg a loan with a 
noatlnii rate tied to the soaring prime 
rate. ' 

Warbergsald they couldn't lie sure 
how much interest they would have to 
pay so Ihcy couldn't offer a firm rent. 
" to ■ "prut-pcclive tenants." -And they 
couldn't be sure they would be able to 
cltnryc u compctillve rent, he sold. 

Tliey had an option to purchase Ben 
Mottem's properly on Blue I-ikcs 
Boulevard North to build the' center, 
which they allowed to expire in 
October. Mottcm,' who lives on the 
land, said hc has no plans to develop 
It. but is willing to listen to other 
offers. 

"One duy there'll be something In 
lhat spol," said Crandell. "It's the 
largest piece of undeveloped land on 
Blue Lakes." 

But it might not happen^for awhile, 
Warberg said. The economy in this 
area Is geared to agriculture antl 
there Is a lot of uncertainty on farms 
ItKlay. "There are a lot of plans on ' 
drawing boards right now thai will 
Slay on the drawing boards until there, 
i.^ less uncertainty," hc said.

A Vote for the present A-1 district playoff system 



TWIN FALLS.'- Every lni?ie tlie A-1 basketball circle 
gets together.TJie first round bye becomes a subject of 
discussion: , - • - 

That again was true this past week when Twin Falls,. 
Minico and BuFlby jnct to set up their dislrict tourna- 
ments. (The girls start with Minico at Burley Wcdncsday--r 
and the boys Feb. 21 wllh Minico al Burley.) 

With the odd-team •si lual Ion which hardly .seems in a 
position tolmp'roVc, the business of having one team get 
the opening round bye and then home court advanlogc the 
second night slicks in some craws. 

Minico Athletic Director Mike Erllng wants to "make 
the scasdn ganics mean something." 

Eriing's pn^sal would be In the case of a clear-cut 
advantage by one team during the four regular season 
games,, that team would receive the bye. 

This would be based on the premise that one of the 
teams would sweep the other two. Erllng has suggested in 
all other cases where a clear cut advantage hasn't been ■ 
proven, the b ye then would revert to the team whose turn 
"irwob underrtheold rotation. '■ ' 

Bui there are other ramifications. One being that Twin 
Falls might drop both games to Burley and Minico in the 
season.whlle thojc two split. It would become a tie at.:i-l 
for Minico and Burley. Iflhat occurs on the year that Twin 
Falls was schedifled to have the bye. It In effect \vould give 
the poorest team the bye. 

In such cases, it is suggested, a team that had lost four 



wouldn't be eligible forlhcbye^IMt was that team's lurn. 
it would be skipped over. 

In other words, it could eventuate thai one school might 
go 10 years without the bye. 

From this vantage point,' the bye isn't that coveted a 
thing. Surely, In the every fifth year situation that this 
district is lo receive Iwo representatives lo slate, the bye 
is nice because It means having to win only one game and 
that can be accomplished on its owif floor. That happened 
for Twin Fatts three years ago. (This district is scheduled 
to get two representatives to state next season. ) 

Still, mostvoachcs would'prcfcr to play the first round 
of n toumamcnl. They_iigure that helps them get the 
tournament Jitters out ofthc way. 

For most coaches in this odd-lypc siluallon, the feeling 
has evolved that Ihe rewarding of the better recordlsdone 
with a second-round bye and a first-round patsy. 

■That means Hie best, team Is pitted against the worst 
team In the first round. The second team would have the 
Jbyo. Then the second place team would come to the 
gymnastannif thcfirat-place-te a m-'-TinTvlded Itboarihi 
patsy .— for the semi-finals. 

But as In. all discussion concerning this unwieldy 
three-team, double-cllmlnntion playoff, there always are 
things that crop up In the new pl{ins thot haven't already 
been taken care of In the old o,nc. Not that the old plan 
couldn't be improved on, probably, it's just It would take a 
list of provisos 10 feet long to cover all contingencies.

Calling Cassia Memorial a "prime 
candidate" for court action, Campell 
told the Times-News he would favor 
litigation as a means of enforcing the 
HIU-Burton Act.

In 
case of an accident, they can be read 
later to sec how much radioactivity 
was released. But there Is no way to 
know during an emergency how much 
radiation Is being released at a 
nuclear plant. 

The bill requires that continuous 
radiation monitoring devices be 
placed at 10 to 20 sites around the

For the referendum to be valid, 50 
percent of the registered voters must 
vote. The referendum can be 
approved by a majority of tl)e cat- 
tlemen who vole.

According lo the publication, the 
American Egg Board reversed a :u- 
year record of monthly declines In egg 
sales. And a dairy Industry group 
helped bring about a per capita gain 
in dairy food consumpllon In 107S, 

Last year milk producers contrib- 
uted about -12 cents for every $100 
worth of dairy prodttcts to promote 
sales. Egg producers contributed 2:1 
cents and duck producers contributed 
20 cents, while beef producers ' con- 
tributed only 2 cents. 

If the bccferendum is approved, 
cattlemen will up their contributions 
to 20 cents for every SlOO of value they 
added lo their cattle. The fee would be 
collected whenever an animal was 
sold.

This process continues ' until an- 
anlmai is slaughtered, The slaugh- 
terhouse then forwards all collected 
contributions to the beef board. 

The conlrlbutlans-would be volun- 
tary. Any cattleman not wishing to 
contribute could get a refund from the 
beef board by applying for It within GO 
days after the month In which he 
made his contribution, 

A similar beef board measure was 
approved by more than 56 percent of 
the cattle producers voting in 197C, but 
a two-thirds majority was required to 
pass that mCasurb, The legislation 
that would allow the beef board lo be 
formed was amended in 1077 to re- 
quire only a majority vote from pro- 
ducers. 

"Consumer demand for beef, as 
measured by the share of income 
spent for beef, will continue to decline 
unless we take positive steps- now," 
said a news release from 
Beoforondum supporters.

CORVALLIS. Ore. (UPI) - An 
ancient .^plnach-Ilkc plant Uiut slipped 
into obscurity 500 years ago could be 
revived as a hldli-proteln food for 
humans and rabbits, according to an

The plant Is aramanth, which was 
grown as a crop by the Aztec Indians 
In Mexico but was banned by the 
conquering Spanish because the 
Aztecs mixed Its seeds with human 
sacrificial blood and ale It as a 
sacrament. 

Some forms of aramanth grow wild 
today, such as pigweed In the western 
United States, 

Animal scientist Peter Checke said 
aramanth is so highly regarded as a 
multi-purpose food dial when the

Studies made thus far Indicate that 
gasohol causes about a 50 percent 
Increase in hydrocarbon emissions 
because of evaporation of the fuel 
from the tank and the carburetor. On 
the other hand, there is a reduction In 
tailpipe emissions from the running 
engine because the ethanol in the fuel 
is free of sulfur and other pollutants 
found In pure gasoline. 

Gasomjl evaporates more easily 
than elEhcr gasoline or ethanol 
because fof an "anomaly" In their 
chcmistii', explained Lewis GIbbs, a 
senior Engineering associate' with 
Chevron Research Co., a subsldlaiy of 
Standard Oil Co."of California. Gaso- 
line alone evaporates alwut four times 
as quickly as docs pure ethanol, he 
said, but adding just a small amount 
-of ethanol to tho gasoline increases lls- 
evaporatlve characteristics, resulting 
In higher evaporative .losses from 
•carsuslnggasohol. ■ 

Richard Lawrence, a project man- 
ager with the En.vlronmcntal Protec- 
tion Agency's vehicle test laboratory 
In Ann Arbor, Mich., sold an EPA 
study concluded In latc.1978 that a car.

Checke said the reason amaranth Is 
so attractive is that It Is extremely 



high In protein and amino acids, 

"People use It as a seed crop," said 
Checke, "The protein quality Is' 
excellent compared lo other seed 
crops." i 

Checke hopes to experiment with 
the plant as a food source foi^ rabbits If 
he obtains financial backing. He said 
he envisions a production system In 
which "humans would cat the seeds 
and rabbits would eat the foliage." 

The most Important and practical 
use of amaranth would be In .small 
backyard operations or on small ■ 
farms In underdeveloped countries, 
according to Cheeke. 

He explained that farmers, could - ■ 
easily grow the plant, which requires 
little care yet produces a high seed 
yleldperacre.' 

"The seed could be ground and used 
as a partial substilute""for"Xldur;""he^ 
said. "The rest of the plant could be 
fed to rabbits, producing meat lo 
further supplement the farmer's 
sourceof protein."- -

TWIN FALLS - This summer the ■ 
family ot Jose Agullar will not be hcarlng- 
thc constant hum of lire against asphalt 
as they drive day and night to reach the 
next Job. 

This summer Jose Agullar, his wife 
Guadalupe, and their seven children will 
not pick cotton In Texas or cucumbers In 
- -Colorado-or strawberries in Oregon or 
po.tatocs In Idaho. 

The family has finally escaped the 
cycle of migrant life, after several fruit- 
less attempts. And at the end of the road 

- - they've found a homo In Twin Falls.- 

. Jose now works as a Janitor at the high 
school. Gliadalupc has a Job as a maid. 
Christine, Virginia, Maria, Juan, 
Rosario, Arnold and Angel attend school. 

The family rents a small house on 
Fourth Avenue West. Furnished with 
Salvation Army stock, the living room 
shelfshows off the possessions ofallfcon ' 
. . the _run ; _ba tiered _doUs,_bqtt Iw,_chlna__ 
puppies, and full color -pictures of the 
-children. 



-aJxxUnthel i vlng-roompf nthe- 
dlnlng room, each of the two small 
bedrooms and the kitchen. 

"This Is better than we lived for the 
past three years. It's lIHc magic," 
Agullarsald. 

"In Texas to get a Job like the one I got 
here, -you've got to know two, lhr«c folks 
In high society. Here, people treat you for 
what you are, a human being." 
Aguilar'8 life sounds like a Hispanic 
, version of '"Hie Grapes of Wrath." 
Subsitute Oregoh"f(^-CalIfo"min, the TOs 
for the 30s and ml^ont labor camps for 

^ the Okie Hoovervillesr"" " 

He was 14 years old and living In 
' Raymondville, Texas, when he first felt 
trapped by a dead end cycle. All around 
him people were "Jujt doing (he same 
thing day In, day out, eating and sleep- 
ing; they weren't getting nowhere." 

So Jose took off for Florida, where tie 
picked tomatoes, and "had a ball." After 
three month, he was picked up as a 
runaway by local police and returned lo 
Texas. 

In 1059, while picking cotton in Texas, 
he met Guadalupe, daughter of Mexican 
parents. They marriedr.worked together 
at Jobs' In Texas and evctilually raised 
nine kids. By 1968 they were traveling to 
Colorado in the summer to pick cucum- 
bers'. It was hard work. "You have to 
bend down all day long, sun up to sun 

. down, sevpn days a wxk. We averaged 
120 to ^ a day and that Included 
everybody (two adults, three kids)' 
working," Jososald. 

The family moved from field work to 
process plant work, from Texas to Idaho. 
They finally returned to Texas,- where— - 
Joae tried to settle down. He worked for a 
rice farmer for $7 a day, yet the family 
manged lo buy -a house. "We could see 

"the stars (thh)ugh the ceUlng), and it had " " 
DO running waU»-or el^trlclty. Still It 
was nice lo have a homo."

truck." Othcrmigrants told him a person 
eoiild make $B0 a day picking strawber- 
ries. But his two eldest boys decided to 
stay in Texas. 

The memory of his anticipation makes 
him laugh a bitter laugh. "That ad was 
nothing but a bunch of lies," ho said. The 
-family didn't even moke enough money 
to get back to Texas. ' 

When the famUy arrived In Oregon, 
they found they had to retum thc car and 
pay back the 1150 provided as trans- 
portation -money. The nine' family 
members were housed In a i4-by-20 



plywood room. "All.ot us couldn't bo - 
there during the day. It was too hut 
During the night It was like a freezer.'.' 

Although reassured Oregon had a 
worm climate, Agullar soon found 
himself working in constant rain. The 
migrants wore. paid $1.25 for- a flat of 
strawberries: $I up front. 2S cents at the 
season's end. The family averaged $20 a 
day. 

'-How can people get away with that?" 

Agullar wonders now. "Why do people let 
them get away wltKlhat?"^ 
"Everybody wants to better 



thenisolvca. That's where greed cumes 
In. Tlie labor companies want lo make 
money. They know where they can get a 
lot 01 people. We arc to blame too. We get 
greedy. But we can't be really blamed. It 
a family is down, they try, to get out of a 
■downspot." 

"Whon .we came-to Oregon, we had 
everything. We lost everything tlierc." 

The family could not save monfcy; soon 
they barely, had enough' to feed' 

But when Jose couldn't pay ulf-a $200 
loan from the farmer, he was forecd to 



seek another Job. The family "migrated" 
within Texas, and Joso even drove a 
truck for a while, which not him thinking - 

Trucking was bettcrlhan field work, 
and Agullar decided he wanted lo buy a 
truck: "Ttial'd really put food on the 
table and get education for my kids." 

So when he saw an ad for strawberry 
pickers In Oregon, promising pickora a 
car and transportation money, "we de-' 
cidcd to take a chance on that and have 
enough lo make a dONvn payment on a

Price alone doesn't govern ihc rate 
of oil production. Environmental laws 
and Impacts on nearby communities 
rightly place conslralnt.son the rate of 
energy production. 

The world's proven reserves of 
Vrude'dirtbtarabdul G50 billion bar- 
rels, enough to last about :iO years at 
current rates of consumption, 
."Estlmiifed re.wries." those thought 
lo exist but noi yet discovered, may 
total roughly three times as much. 

Yet. even If we created an energy 
company's dream world — hi{^ 
prices, no environmental laws, and 
Icnletit government policies — the 
rale of growth In energy production, 
especially petroleum, would still bo 
.constrained because existing fields 
are being depicted; new ones will be 
smaller, and more difricult to locate. 

The mosi severe constraint, howev- 
er. Is thai the OPEC nations have 
learned tlial holding back on oil pro- 
duction enables Ihcni lo keep in- 
creasing prices as consuming nations 
bid ever higher forllmiled rupplies, 

Out domestic production can't grow 
fast enough to meet growing de- 
mands. The United Stales now im- 
ports almost half its oil; If we are lo 
cut back on imports from an oil-short 
world market, we must practice 
servalion and develop substltules for 
oil. 

Most of the problems of oil produc- 
tion also appl y to n atural gas. except 
rclalivcTy~li ttlc na tural gas j^sjm- 
porlcd. "Tlie "easy to find" rc.servoifs" 
have been discovered and are rapidly 
being depicted. Even wllhaul price 
controls, which diimpen the incenltve 
to explore for new .sources, it will be 

difficult to find the remaining gas as 
rapidly ds exl-'iling reservoirs arc 
depleted, 

The world's proven rescr\'c of natu- 
ral gas Is about 2,200 trillion cubic 
feel; its esllmaled resource, about 
(i.l.W trillion cubic feet. PFbven re- 
serves of-gas in the Unlled States are 
■ about 200 trillion cubic feet, enougli to " 
last only 10 years at present con- 
sumpllon levels. Even If the most 
optimisllc estimates of unclLscovered 
gas reserves prove true. U.S. produc- 
tion of natural gas will Ik: severely 
curtailed In ;iO to SO years. 

■ .Coatandnuclearcnergy 

Coal also illustrates our frustrating 
energy dilemma. Coal resources are 
large, compared to petroleum. The 
proven U.S. reserves could last about 
700 years at present consumption 
' rates. Out obstacles to mfriing it anB' 
burning it In a socially aeceptable 
manner have limited lis u.se, and now 



developed, such as shale oH'or'lar 
sands,' It Is esllmaled that wc have 
2.000, billion- barrels-of-oiUn-sliale.. 
more than all the cnide <ill in (he 
Mideast. But the shale oil poses 
awesome environmental problems, 
aild other sources arc unlesled and 
likely to l)e very expensive. ■ 
Rcnewablesourccs 
Obviously, otir jionrenewalile 
energy sources "are going" to run oul 
some day. The problem then is lo 
develop renewable or superabundant 
sources and use our fossil fuels aiid 
uranium wisely lo bridge the gap In 
the meantime. 

These arc four polenliatly major 
sources of "ducnble. energy" tint 
should be pursued; the nuc^ar 
breeder, fusion, gcolhermal pofvr. 
and solar energy. 

The nuclear breeder holds promise 
of energy abundance, A breeder reac-. 
tor Is fueled by pIuloniUm-2:i[J Instead 
of the uranlum-23.1 used in today's 
reactors. While a breetler reactor 
operates. It "breeds" more of this 
Plutonium fuel from uranium-2:Ul. 
which is abundant. This "breeding" of 
fuel could allow the known rcjjcrves of 
uranium lo fuel breeder reactors for 
many centuries. But dcvctopmcnt of 
the breeder is clouded by concerns 



Tiere on earth. Tusion 
could supply an almost unlimited 
amount of energy. But after 30 years 
of intensive effort, the scientific fea- 
sibility of fusion has yet to bo 
established. For now, it|s a long shot. 

Geothcrmal power, using geyser 
steam, seems more diffuse and dif- 
ficult to harness Jhan the sun. 
Geothcrmal sites In the United Stales 
arc scallcrcd, and harnessing them 
presents major ciiglnccrlng and 
environmental problems. 

Solar energy offers the best possi- 
blU ty for our h lg h-cncrgy clvllizalion 
to cuntinue. Using the sun to heat 
' building!! Is practical today, but har- 
_ncssing the sun to penerate elcctr lclly 
On a "large scaTcwill require all our 
ingenuity. Whcthorfltie nation rises |» 
that challenge may'wcll determine 
our (ate In the next century. 

For the moment WC arc short of 
energy and new sources ore many 
years away. And the shortages will 
grow If we don't-curb-our wastotul' 
appetite for energy. Any policy not 
rooted in programs to conserve 
energy by making Uie American 
economy more energy-efficient Is 
doomed to failure. 

Conservation Is our quickest and 
cheapest source of supply.

Brian Cluer, 21, Imught IJie re- 
tired, brick buildiiif; one year a^o, 
won a federal energy Rranl and 
plans to complete bis solar bcatlnf*

Originally Cluer considered 
turning the old restaurant Into a 
movie theater. However, lie's alsO' 
thinking atraut leasinf- the building 
for office space or for houslnf; 0 
small manufacturing operation. ■

t'hlnktng ■ of manufacturing. 
They're new Items that aren't pat- 
ented yet." Cluer said. 

However, the old building would 
probably be just that, except for Its 
unconventional heating system, 

Cluer was one of 10 people In 
Idaho granted funding from the 
federal Appropriate Tcchnologj' 
Program. He had to compete 
against almost l,m applicants 
last year. 

Applications were Judged on Tea- 
siblllty of design, innovntivcncss 
nnd-opproprlalcness for the area, 
Cluersald- 

Cluer reccivL-d a Si.OGO grant for 
his unusual design combining a' 
solar energy storage system with 
an clcctic heat pump. 

Built like an affluent chicken 
coop with a row of plelnru win- 
dows, Clucr's Innovation captures 
heal when the sun Is shining, 
redistributing it after dark. If 
cloudy skies occur, the heal pump 
takes over ujiing both Inside and 
outsldcair. 

"The hoot pump is like a refrig- 
erator in reverse." explained 
.Cltjer. "It u ses a freon system. 



Cluer learned basic machine 
designs while studyingcnglnccrlng 
for one and one-half years at the 
University of-idoho.- He said he's 
also picked up ideas from publica- 
tions such as Popular Science 
magazine. 

"I suppose 1 al-so picked up a few 
skills working on my parent's 
farm," said Cluer, a llfelimo 
Fairfield resident. 
Like th e heat pu mp. Cluer's 
llar~st<n'3(iir~syst(rm works un 
phase change theory. For the 
storage units. Cluer Is constructing 



numerous metal trays to hold 
glaubcr salt, a newly developed 
material that changes fmm solid to 
liquid ut 7i degrees Fahrcnhcll. 

As air temperature in the glass 
building rises to over 15b degrees. ' 
the gauber salt stores the heat and 
-can hold it for several ■ daysr When - 
the system needs more heatrafr Is 
drawn past the trays and 
circulated Into the building below. 

"I'm stilt waiting for my electric 
motors to come from Chicago i ill. > 
to operate the vents and damp- 
cner," Cluer said. 

Those low voltage motors 
operate like thermostats to open 
vents and ducts in the heating 
system. When the outside temper- 
ature exceeds inside tempera- 
tures, air is drawn In from. two. 
outside vents. At other time.4 Inside 
air is recirculated. 

The Country Kitchen's previous 
owner told Cluer healing bills 
averaged from S.'ioo to SWO per 
month to heat the l.'iG-squarc-foot 
building, llic earlier system is a 
large capacity, scvcn-yoiir-old 
electric furnace. , 
- Cluer estimates the solar heat 
pump system won't cost more than 
$100 each month to run, 

"I'm being quite resonabic In 
that esllmale." claimed Cluer.
